DX conditions here in the Northeast continue to be very good. We noted what we feel 
was the most unusual night for long-distance reception ever encountered on MM 11/5-6. 
Ch most memorable DX nights, receptions is usually enhanced from only a few areas of 
the globe - good European nights, good LA nights, good TP nights, etc. Not so on 
11/56; on that memorable night, unusually good reception was noted from Europe, =~ 
Seandinavia, West and South Africa, Latin America, Deep South America, and the Pacific. 
area. Only the distant Neareast and Far East areas were not conspicuously in, althour 
it's likely that we had the Japanese outlet on 750 at times. Robie, Mass., noted very 
good TA reception on 11/5-6, although he too noted a rather high noise level over most 
of the band. Referring to the "hot pericd" 10/21-10/26, Bengt Ericson, Sweden, notes 
"During the weekend 21 - 22 October the TA reception was very good. I noted CBA 

just before 1800 on 1070 covering France quite good. At 1930 the band was erowded 

by North American stations. Logged a weak station on 1240, but the graveyard made ID 
impossible.' In a note from Silvera, Jamaica, dated 10/28, Mike comments, "DX here no* 
bad (cx-wise) though TAs are still absent and deep SA's are gradually disappearing " 
Cn the West Coast, Don Kenney reports, "Our brief spurt of TA's seems to be over 

after an excellent opening on the evening of 26/27 Cetober; since then, only weak 
carriers on 1214 and 655."

It was staunch], 
anti-communist. This operation probably cost less than $300,000 a year. But, lacking 
sufficient funds to carry on, Free Cuba Radio is now dead.

After a slight stir 
when this fraudulent information hit the DX press, things quieted down for a number of 
years and Navassa was all but forgotten. Then, in the May 1967 issue of Hlectronics 
Illustrated, Kneitel ran a long article entitled "Confessions of a Radio Swan Hoaxer" 
which deseribed the history of the spurious Navassa information. Shortly after this 
issue of EI hit the stands, an unknown Dk'er in Florida relayed the bogus Navassa 
information (elaborated with phoney call-signs "WOW" & "KII") to a well known source 
of DX information in Europe. Along with other incorrect information from the same 
reporte , this publication reprinted the Navassa story without hesitation. Since 
then, we've been unhappy to see a half a dozen dedicated DX bulletins reprint the 
information from the European source. Then Popular Electronics ran it a couple of 
months ago, and once again the story is breaking out like measles in the Spring. (Hd)
